Seat; yet I could not in the mean time, whiles they ſtand Mem- 
bers of theſe Aſſemblies, count them Faithful, To the Biſhops 1 
ſaid, That wh«n they ſhould better conſider of mine Anſwer, they 
ſhould have leſs caule to find fault. Much trouble we had before 
we could agree of the State and Words of their Queſtions, with 
putting out and changing; which Diſcourſes it is not my pur poſe 


here to ſet dawn, ſo much as the Que ſtions and Anſwers agreed up- 


on and recorded; altho*, for ſome Cauſes known to my ſelf, and 
to ſame of their Conſciences, which may hereafter be known co all 
the world, I thought it net impertisent to inſert this. ] 

Queſt. 8. Whether he thinketh the Queen's Majefty be ſupreme 
Gevernor of the Church? and whether ſhe may make Laws for 
the Church, which are not contrary to the Word of God, or no? 

Anſw. * 1 think the Queen's Majeſty ſupreme Governor ot the 
© whole Lang, and over the Church alſo, Bodies and Goods; but 
* I think that no Frince, neither the whole World, neither the 
Church it ſelt, may make any Laws for the Church, other than 
* Chiift hath already lefc in his Word: Yet I thiak it the Duty 
* of every Chriftian, and principally ef the Prince, to enquire 


out and renew the Laws of God, and fiir up all their Subjetts to 


more diligent and careful keeping of the ſame. | As we had much 
a-do to come to the flate of this Queſtion, ſo the Biſhops ſhewed 
themſelves evil ſatisfied with my Anſwer, and ſaid, that the Pa- 
piſts dealt more ſimply than I did; and ſurely they very grievouſ- 
ly interrypted me with Slanders, evil 5peeches and Blafphemies, du- 
riog the time of my writing theſe Aniwers, eſpecially the Bp. of 
London, ſo that I wiz even entorc'd ſometime to turn nato him, and 
ſhew him of his ſhamelels Untruths and Slanders. The Chief Ju- 
Rice of England here ſaid, that he thought I anſwer'd very direct- 
ly and compendiouſly. Here again, upon ſome Speech that aroſe, 
the Judge Anderſon ask'd me whether I thought it lawful to hang a 


Thief, or no? I anſwer'd, Thss there were many kind of Thieves, 4. 
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facrilegious Thieves, Men- ſtealer a, &c. that theſe ought by the Laws of 
God to dye. He ſaid he meant ordinary Thieves of Goods and Chat- 
tles. I ſaid, That God, in the Law, bad ordain'd anot ber hind of Pu- 
niſhmens for ſuch ; | whereupon the Biſhop fram d this Queſtion J 

Queſt, 9. Whether it be lawful for the Printe to alter the Judi- 
cial Law of Moſes, according to the fate of her Country and Policy, 
or no ? 

Anſw. * 1 ought to be wiſe in Sobriety, and not to anſwer more 
than I know. Great Doubt and Controvertic hath been about this 
- 7 a long time; but for my part, I can't ſee that any more 
0 of the Judicial Law was, or can be abrogated by any mortal Man 

or Country, upon what occaſion ſoever, than belonged to the Ce- 
* remonial Law and Worſhip of the Temple, for which we have 
received other Laws and Worſhip in Chriſt's Teſtament; but 
that the Judgments due, and ſet down by God for the Tranigreſ- 
* ſion of the Moral Law, cannot be changed or alter d, without In- 
jury to the Moral Law, and God himſelf. Yet this, as all my 
* other Anſwers by Proteftation, that if any Man can better in- 
* ftru@ me therein/by the Word of God, I am always ready to 
change my mind. L Whereupon the Chief Juftice of Eng/and 
faid I ſpake well; and therefore ſaid, if I were in doubt, my An- 
fwer ought not to be taken. I ſaid, I doubted not, but had ſer 
down my mind. Yet the Biſhops, becauſe my Anſwer fitted not 
their Turns, as I think, commanded the QueRttion and Anſwer to 
be blotted ont. | 

Quef?, 10. Whether he thinketh that any private Man may take 
on him to Reform, if the Prince will not, or negleR ? [Lask d him 
whether they meant of a publick Reformation of the State, or of a 
private or perſqnal Reformation of himſelf and his Family? Ic 
was ſaid of a Publick Reformation. J 

Anſw. * 1 think that no Man may intermeddle with the Princes 
Office, without lawful calling thereunto and therefore it is ut- 
* terly unlawful for any private Man to Reform the State, with- 
© out his good Liking BE Licenſe ; becauſe the Prince ſhall ac- 
count for the Defaults of his publick Government, and not pri- 
vate Men ſo they be not guilty with the Prince in his Offences, 
© but abſtain and keep themſelves pure from doing or conſenting to 
any unlauful thing commanded by the Prince, which they muſt 
* doas they tender their own Salvation. | 
 Nueft, 11. Whether be thinketh that every Pariſh or particular 
Church ougbt to have a Presbytery ? 

Auſw. The Holy Government of Chriſt belongeth not to the 
* Profane or Unbelieving, neither can it withont manifeſt Sacri- 
lodge be ſet over theſe Parifhes as they now ftand in Confu. 
.* fion, nodifference-made betwixt the Faithful and Unbelievi 

All being indifferently receiv d into the Body of the Church; bur 
| * oyexevcry pSriutac Congregation of Crift, there ought oy be an

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Elderſhip, and every ſuch Cengregation cught to their uttermoſt 
* Power to endeavonr thercunto. ,
